We have in previous 
articles called attention to these 
many perils that are on the earth to- 
day 

Men shall be lovers of their own 
selves, covetous, boasters, proud, 
blasphemers, disobedient to parents, 
unthankful, unholy, 

LOVERS OF THEIR OWN 
SELVES: I am sure that this is the 
condition of the greater part of the 
world today. In India there are.. the 
high and the low caste. Some men 
love themselves so much that they 
have exalted themselves so far above 
the ordinary people that they respect 
them no more than if they were dogs. 
While this seems an exaggerated and 
strained condition yet it is true. Also

My racing 
machine will go ahead of your’s. I 
have greater ability than most any 
man, I look neater and dress better.” 
Is this spirit in the world today? 
Just open one eye and take a peep 
and you will see it. 

PROUD. It is said that a peacock 
is the proudest appearing bird. He 
struts, and proudly looks back at his 
feathers and seems to say am I not 
richly dressed? 

There are many today who walk 
as stiff-legged as a peacock. God ab- 
hors a proud look and I am sure that 
He is effected every day by the proud 
and haughty people. 

BLASPHEMERS: Have you ever 
before known of men speaking so dis- 
respectfully of God as they are doing 
today? Thousands are espousing the 
teaching of atheism. Students of many 
schools and colleges have denounced

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THE YOKE

Matt. 11:2830. “Come unto me, ail 
ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and | will give you rest.” 

Take my yoke upon you, and learn 





of me; for I am meek and lowly in 
heart; and ye shall find rest unto 
your souls. 


For my yoke is easy and my _bur- 
den is light.” (Authorized Version). 


I believe the reading of these 
verses in the Syriac Version will 
make them clearer to our minds, 


so we will read it also in connection 
with the Authorized Version. 

Matt. 11:28-30. “Come unto me all 
ye wearied and heavily burdened, and 
1 will ease you. 

Take my yoke upon you; and learn 
from me, that I*am gentle and sub- 
dued in my heart; and ye will find 
rest for your souls: 

For my yoke is pleasant, and my 
burden is light.” (Syriac Version). 

We can easily see that we are all 
yoked up either with righteousness, 
or wickedness, that is we are under 
Christ’s yoke or Satan’s ydke, 
Christ’s yoke if we are a Christian, 
Satan's yoke if we are not a_ Chris- 
tian. What yoke are you wearing? 

In order for us to have a clear un- 
derstanding of what is meant by the 
word yoke, we will give the meaning 
in four senses. Ist. The natural yoke 
is a frame coupling two oxen togeth 
er for drawing. All of the older gen- 
eration. we are sure, can remember 
when most draft work was done by 
oxen yoked together by a wooden 
frame. Perhaps some of us younger 
people can remember seeing oxen in 
the field, drawing big plows, tilling 
the soil for the farmer, or pulling 
large loads of logs to the saw mill. 
The yoke fastens two oxen together 
and if they are not pretty well match- 
ed, they will not make good yoke 
mates, therefore, the outcome will be 
that they cannot pull a heavy load 
for they cannot pull together. One 
special thing to notice about a yoke 
of oxen is that they have to obey 
their master for they are bound in 
servitude; if they don’t obey they are 
punished. 

2nd. The yoke of bondage, in a 
natural sense, means the rule, or 
authority of the superior over the in- 
ferior. For instance, the king’s rule 
over his subjects, like the Jews were 
when they were in Babylonian cap- 
tivity. They were under the yoke of 
the kings of Babylon for they had to 
obey their commands. Also, going 
back to the children of Israel in 
Egypt, their yoke was, hard and their 
burden was heavy. 

Mark of servitude, or bondage—as 
the colored race was before the Civil 


War. They could not do as_ they 
wished, but as their masters told 
them to do; they were enslaved and 


confined to the obedience of their 
master in laboring and toiling for him. 
We are under the United States yoke, 
although we enjoy liberty as we do. 
We must pay our taxes and obey the 
other laws of ‘our country; even at 
our work, we must obey our superior. 
Naturally we all enjoy doing these 
things for it keeps unity, happiness, 
freedom and liberty in our country; 
but if we should disobey them, we 
would cause disruption and be punish- 
ed by the law. 

8rd. The yoke of bondage to Satan. 
Gal. 5:1 “Stand fast therefore in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made 
us free, and be not entangled again 
with the yoke of bondage.” This yoke 
can’t be seen with your natural eye, 
neither can we reach out and touch 
it with our hands, but we can feel it 
with our mind, conscience, heart and 
soul. We were sold unto the bondage 
of sin thru Adam, therefore, we, be- 
fore we become a Christian, are labor- 
ing daily under the yoke of Satan by 
living wrong; some thru ignorance 
and others by not trying to learn 
what is right. 

One thing that some people under 
the yoke are guilty of, is covetous- 
ness which is to wish for things not 
ordinarily of unlawfully; lust after 
anything, miserly, niggardly. This is 
one of the main sins of people today, 
coveting riches, money, property, 
pleasure and excessive living. 

Now we know that people who are 
guilty of evil.deeds are under Satan’s 
yoke and have to obey him as long 
as they wear his yoke. Truly their 
yoke is hard and their burden heavy, 
because he causes them to commit 
all manner of crime and sin such as 
adultry, fornication, uncleanness, las- 
civiousness and worshipping idols, 
that is, putting something else ahead 
of God. It may be a box of snuff, a 
bag of tobacco, whiskey, money, pop- 
ularity, self confidence, -or even moth- 
er, father, brother, sister, sweet- 
heart, wife or children. 

Another sin is witchcraft which is 
fortune telling and other supersti- 
tious ideas. There are some people 
who are entangled with this almost 
as bad as the witch of Endor. Paul 





gives us one main thought on this. 
He stood up at Areopagus in the 
midst of Mars Hill and said, “Ye men 
of Athens, I perceive that in all 
things ye are too superstitious.” 
Many peopre have natreq m their 
heart toward someone, but they can’t 
help it for sin is there; the carnal 
nature is there. Many are slaves to 
drink. This is the sin of drunken- 
ness. The courts are always flooded 
with drunken cases; revelry is run- 
ning society today and many boys 
and girls are being ruined thru it. 
Some folks are always envying some- 
one else. Why do you do these things? 
Let Paul tell you why you can’t keep 
from sinning. Rom. 7:14-24. “For we 
know that the law is spiritual; but 
I am carnal, sold under sin. For that 
which I do I allow not; for what I 
would that I do not; but what I hate 
that I do. If then I do that which I 
would not, I consent unto the law 
that it is good. Now then it is no more 
I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in 
me, for I know that in me (that is in 
my flesh), dwelleth no good thing: 
for to will is present with me; but 
how to perform that which is good 
I find not. For the good that I would 
I do not: but the evil which I would 
not, that I do. Now if I do that I 
would not, it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. I find 
then a law, that, when I would do 
good, evil is present with me. For I 





delight in the law of God after the 
inward man: but I see another law 
in my members, warring against the 
law of my mind, and bringing me into 
captivity to the law of sin which is 
in my members. O wretched man that 
I am! who shall deliver me from the 
body of this death?” 

Now Paul makes it very plain to 
us that we are servants to whom we 
serve and we are forced by the power 
vested in him to obey his commands 
as long as we are serving him, wheth- 
er it be God, or the devil. Oh friends, 
you who are serving the enemy of 
your soul, who are in bondage to him, 
wearing his yoke, perhaps yoked up 
with another worse than yourself, be- 
ing bound hard and fast in his death 
craving clutches, under his unmerci- 
ful power, being dragged down furth- 
er each day into sin, degradation ana 
shame, can’t you see and realize what 
you are doing and where you are go- 
ing? 

When we see a Christian, one who 
is delivered from the yoke of bond- 
age, willfully and voluntarily commit 
a sin, we are ashamed, but those who 
are spiritual should restore such a 
one. When we see people being pulled, 
pushed, kicked and banged around by 
the devil, forced to do all manner of 
sin, heaping sorrows upon sorrows 
upon their own heads, knowing that 
whatsoever they sow they shall also 
reap at the harvest time, we _ feel 





sorry for them, yearn for their de- 
liverance, desire to snatch them out 
of the enemy’s clutches; we are bur- 
dened for them, pray for them and 
love their soul. We should speak kind 
to them, talk to them about God, beg 
them, plead with them and persuade 
them to throw off the enemy’s yoke 
and accept Christ’s yoke. 


No doubt, people who are in this 
condition are doing some of _ their 
reaping now, by having a guilty con- 
science, a sighing or broken heart, a 
wearied mind, a body filled with 
aches, pains, bruises, some wasting 
away with dreadful and terrible dis- 
eases. They may put on a good face 
and keep it from the world, yet in 
their minds and hearts, this is their 
condition. Some have been so badly 
over-taxed by Satan both physically 
and mentally until he has dragged 
off their mind, understanding, ambi- 
tion and their health, and have them 
so tightly bound in his fetters until 
some of them have become so hard 
hearted that they care not for God 
or man, even some say there is no 
God, but they with all other sinners 
are waiting perhaps unconcerned for 
what they may term the end, death, 
which in their case would be merely 
the beginning of eternal, everlasting, 
never ending, continual death in a 
terrible, terrifying, tormenting hell, 
agonizing, begging and pleading for 
only a drop of water to cool their 








scorching tongues. Their only answer 
being the final resurrection and the 
judgment, being cast into the lake of 
fire and brimstone with the beast, 
the false prophets and billions upon 
billions of others to die the eternal 
death, rolling in fire, brimstone and 
ashes where the worm never dieth 
and the fire is not quenched. 

Oh say, my friends who are in this 
condition, can’t you see the loving, 
humble, sacrificing, sympathizing, 
pathetic Jesus standing with out- 
stretched hands, begging and plead- 
ing with you, saying, “Come unto me 
all ye that are wearied (or labor) 
and are heavy laden (or burdened) 
and I will ease you and give you 
rest of conscience, mind, heart and 
soul. I will ease you of your aches 
and pains by healing your diseases. I 
will roll your burden of sin away, 
throw them into the sea of forgetful- 
ness, or as far away as the east is 
from the west. I will give you com- 
plete relief from all your oppression; 
take off this yoke of bondage and set 
you free, if you will only come unto 
me believing. 4 

Now after I have relieved you of 
the enemy’s yoke and set you at lib- 
erty, I want you to take my yoke up- 
on you now and learn of me, from 
me, that I am meek and lowly in 
heart. I am gentle and subdued in 
heart, subdued to humility and sym-
